PRESBYTERIAN 
DIVINES

BANQUETED. 


On Monday evening leading Presby 


tcrians of Pomonn, Azusa, Glcudorn 
and. Covina gathered by invitation at 
Hotel Vendomo to meet at the banquet 
board Dr. A. W. Halsoy, of New York, 
general secretary of the Foreign Mis- 
sion Board, and the .Rev. If. U-. Under- 
wood, D. D., the senior .Presbyterian 
missionary ol' Korea, in which field he 
has so successfully labored since 1884. 


Following a splendid dinner served 


by our host, J. J. Fitzgerald, tho guests, 
in whose honor the affair was planned, 
were introduced by the Rev. Mr. Rich- 
ardson, pastor of the A/.usa Presbyter- 
ian church, who acceptably filled the 
position as toast master during the even- 
ing. 


Dr. Halsey spoke briefly on the work 


being accomplished by tho Foreign Mis- 
sion Board, which is now supporting 
1,OUO missionaries at an annual outlay 
of $1,500,000. 
it is Dr. Ualsey.'s opin- 


ion that in less than five years every 
portion of the non-Christian world will 
be reached by the missionaries of the 
various 
evangelical 
churches. 
The 


hearty co-operation of all the churches, 
which has made possible a systematic 
division of the work in tho various 
fields, has made thio herculeiican task 
possible. 


Kev. H. 
G-. Underwood was intro- 


duced by Mr. Richardson as "The 
Wonderful Man with the Wonderful 
History." Mr. Underwood was the first 
Presbyterian missionary in Korea and 
his intimacy with the emperor has mn.de 
him a power in the "Little Hermit 
Kingdom." 
His wife, who is also u 


medical missionary, is physician to the 
empress. 


During the course of his address Mr. 


Underwood said in part: "The work 
in Korea is far ahead of the missioutiry 
and that it is impossible for him to 
cope with the same. Opportunities -for 
new work that, would reach whole vil; 
Jages". aiid;'communities ag#y« 
are numerous''andl'*psl^steiii]^'!buife ca 
be seized. The whole nation, from -fctiB' 
Emperor and his officials-down to the 
lowest peasant and coolie in the land, 
seems to have confidence in the Ameri- 
can missionaries; and when their poli- 
tical troubles began to increase, while 
they realized that the missionary was 
not there to render any political assist- 
ance, they did feel that he at least was 
their friend. And when, with Peter of 
old, he replied, "Silver and gold have 
I none, but such as I have I give unto 
you," they have seemed ready to re- 
ceive that which the missionary offers. 
All over Korea they arc asking for an 
education. 
In many places they are 


demanding a Christian education, and 
they are, in a peculiar way, asking for 
this at the hands of the American peo- 
ple. 
They are asking for books, and 


as Korea has no native literature wor- 
thy of the name, we have the privilege 
of giving her a literature in the native 
script which shall be thoroughly Chris- 
tian. Tho Old Testament, too, must bo 
given these people in their own tongue. 
All this translation, literary and educa- 
tional work must be done in addition 
to the vast church work which is ours.

LAND OF THE CROSSBOW. 


Th« Deadly Poitonud Arrows of th« 


Listoo Sharpshooters. 


On the wild frontier between China 


and British Burma Is a Barbarous tribe 
which has no civilized supervision. 
George Forrest, an English traveler, 
thus describes the chief weapon of 
these people: "If I had to suggest a 
title for a book on the upper Sal win I 
should call it 'The Laud of the Cross- 
bow,' which la the characteristic weap- 
on of the country and the Llssco tribe. 
Every Lissoo with any pretensions to 
chic iiossesses at least two of these 
weapons—one for everyday use In hunt- 
Ing, the other for war. Tho little chil- 
dren play with miniature crossbows. 
The men never leave their huts for any 
purpose whatever without their cross- 
bows. When they go to sleep the 'uu- 
kung' is bung over their heads, and 
when they die it is hung over their 
graves. The largest crossbows have a 
span of fully five feet and require a 
pull of fully thlrty-flve pounds to string 
them. The bow Is made of a species of 
wild mulberry of great toughness and 
flexibility. The stock, some four feet 
long in the war bows, Is usually of 
wild plum wood. 
The string Is of 


platted hemp and the trigger of bone. 
The arrow, of sixteen to eighteen 
inches, la of split bamboo about four 
times the thickness of an ordinary 
knitting needle, hardened and pointed. 
The actual point is bare for a quarter 
to one-third of au Inch, then for fully 
an Inch the arrow is stripped to half its 
thickness, and on this portion poison Is 
placed. 


"The poison Is invariably a decoction 


expressed from the tubers of a species 
of aconltum which grows on those 
ranges at an altitude of 8,000 to 10,000 
feet. The poison is mixed with resin 
or some vegetable gum to the consist- 
ency of putty and Is then smeared on 
the notched point. The 'feather' ia sup- 
plied by a strip of bamboo leaf folded 
into a triangular form and tied In a 
notch at the end of the arrow, with the 
point of the angle outward. The re- 
duction 
In thickness of the arrow 


where the poison is placed causes the 
point to break off in the body of any 
one whom it strikes, and. as each car- 
ries enough poison to kill a cart horse, 
a wound is Invariably fatal. Free and 
immediate Incision is the usual remedy 
when wounded on a limb or fleshy part 
of the body, but at Chengka the uncle 
of the Lnowo chief showed us a prep- 
aration which resembled opium dross 
nnd which he said was an effective 
antidote. 


"With few exceptions tlio Lissoo 


seemed to us to be arrant cowards, 
but the crossbow and poisoned arrow 
are certairly most diabolical weapons. 
An arrow from a Avar bow will pler-?e 
a deal board an inch thick nt seventy 
or eighty yards. 
Some of the Tsckou 


natives were so expert that they could 
hit a mark four Inches in diameter re- 
peatedly at sixty to eighty yards. As 
no one goes anywhere without bis 
crossbow and his bearskin quiver full 
of poisoned arrows and as every vil- 
lage is at feud with every other vil- 
lage mutual suspicion Is Inevitable. 
In open flght the Lissoo are usually 
careful to keep at a respectful distance 
from' each other and behind oxhide 
shields which protect the whole of the 
body. 
But If battle Is rare, murder 


and sudden doath by ambush in the 
jungle are common."

bindweed and Is used in perfumery.— 
New York Tress.

A porter In a big New York ware- 


house in Greenwich street was recent- 
ly discharged for getting drunk ami los- 
ing a valuable parcel. The discharge 
sobered him Instantly, coming as a sud- 
den hard shock. lie said he would 
take the oath never to touch liquor 
again, but his pleadings for reinstate- 
ment were unheeded. 
lie searched 


everywhere for the parcel, but could 
not recollect what disposition he had 
made of it. Of his honesty there had 
never been a question in twenty years. 
Overcome by iho loss of hU place, he 
got violently drunk nnd while In this 
condition recollected where IK? had left 
the parcel and went and recovered. It.— 
Now York Times.
